THE FUTURE OF ORETE. 

A telegram from Canea to-day states that 
the Consala, on behalf of their Governments, 
have tsken a decisive step to put an end to. 
the rebellion in Crete. The leaders have been — 
summoned to lay down their arms, a general 
amnesty is promised, and a commission of 
enquiry will assemble to examine the necessity 
for reform. It is to be hoped that these steps 
will help to the island, whose foture is 
still so doubtfol. The four alternatives are 
the union of Crete with Greeos, the introduo- 
tion of the Bosnia and Herzegovina system, 
with Greece, of ‘course, taking the place of 
Austria-Hungary ; the appointment of a Baro- 

pean administrator from some disinterested 
Beate as High Commissioner ; or the nomina- 
tion of one of the Princes of the Greek 
Royal Family with a Enaropean assistant. 
Ot course, the question of union with Greece 
is the most important factor in the Cretan 
problem. Nearly four years agé Prince George 
presented to the European Consuls a resola- 
tion of the Cretan Assembly calling for union, 
to which the four protecting Powers rejoined 
with »e declaration in which the Cretan. 
Assembly was duly snubbed. Probably the. 
Assembly was then some way ahead of - 
general feeling in. the island, as-for sdms 
time the idea of a transitional stage in 
the process of incorporation wherein Crete 
should as an indepeadant princi- 
pality, held its ground. Now, however, the 
opinion of the islanders seems to b3 
solid in favour of immediate union ; though 
the reality may not perhaps quite oorres- 
pond with the appearances, for we fear that s 
desire to put as quick an end as possible 
to the present régime has been & power- 
ful instrament in converting them to the 
extreme view. Prince. Gvorge.- has never 
troubled to make any seccetof his sympa. . 
thies in favor of the popalar view ; bat 
at the same time, we can hardly tax him with 
having intentionally set out to misgovern the 
island in order to make it weary of his role. 
That woulddemanda Machiavellian self-abnegs- | 
tion, which we believe to be foreign to his temper 
Union with Greece has, no doubt, always been 
the dominating idea in Oretan aspirations, at 
whatever point upon the road the majority of 
the peoplemay atany particalar timehave been 
content to stop. Bat we doubt its immediate 
practicability ; aad, though the Greeks seem to 
be a little afraid of embracing the Cretans aa fall 
kinsmen and competitors, we are not all sure 
chat the islanders would really be the gainers by 
the change. Moreover, the Powers are boand to 
remember that there are still 80000 Mussulmans 
remaining in Crete, to whom Greek role and 
the consequent withdrawal of the international 
would mean an immediate sentence of 
danishmen What 2 seems as well, or better,

HORRORS FORESHADOWED, 


ARMED RISING PROBABLE.

NEW LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


We understand that, though nothing has 
been defiaitely settled, the new lunatic asylam 
will probably not be constructed near the 
desert edge west of Damanhonr, in the Behera 
Province, as was previously expected. ’ 
Behera site had certain disadvantages, chief. 
among them the absence of stone qu 
which would have greatly increased the cost 
of construction, a brick building costing at least 
twice as much as one constracted of local 
building stone, many good varieties of which 
are available and abundant, especially near 
the edge of the Eastern (Arabian) desert. 

The choice of a site at Khanka, a tew miles 
beyond Marg, is now being discussed, and we 
anderstand that Sir Horace Pinching Pasha, 
Dr. Warnock, and Mr. Courtenay Clifton, the 
first two representing the Sanitary Depart- 
ment and the latter the Ministry of Public 
Works, will proceed next week to the spot 
from Marg and examine the proposed site, 
The new asylum will probably be built in the 
hard desert fairly near Khanka—if bailt in 
the neighbourhood of Cairo at all—where 
there are water wells which yield a good supply, 
and abandance of building stone is within 
easy reach. T'he climate of Khanka is good, 
and the town, which was at one time a fairly 
important centre, bat is said to have been 
declining recently, may well benefit by the 
constraction of*the asylam, especially if the 
Marg-Matarieh railway, as was formerly pro- 
posed, is prolonged from g to Khanka. 
The embankments for ‘at least of the 
intervening distance were laid down and rails 
and embankment alike reach Alag some two 
miles N. E. of Marg and a little less than one- 
third of the way to Khanka. 5: 

Sir Peroy Girouard, it will be remembered, 
at one time contemplated the extension of 
the Cairo-Marg line through Khanka to the 
well-known Abou-Zaabel stone quarries.

BUILDING SITES AND SANITATION.

Oar attention has been called by some of 


our readers to one of the most unpleasant 
accompaniments of building activity at Cairo. 
To put the matter plainly, in far too many 
cases, no conveniences of any sort are sup- 
plied for the use of the workmen, with the 
result that an amount of filth is allowed to 


be spread broadcast in the neighbourhood of 


these buildings, which is bound to have a 


prejudicial effect on the health or at least’ 


on the comfort of the neighbourhood. Dead 
dogs and cats and other offal are frequently 
thrown into these sitesand may remaia there 
for two or three days, festering and horrible, 
to the disgust of passers-by. Would it be 
impossible for the Sanitary Department to 
force contractors to provide latrines, etc., for 
the use of the workmen, which could be 
cleared out from time to time by carts? A 


rale of this sort has long been applied to 


all such cases in the British Islands, and has 


proved a decided sncceas from the point of 


view of the comfort and health of all con- 
cerned,

THB PACE THAT KILLS. 


——— 


According to Mr. Choate, his countrymen 
are in too great a harry. He feels it after 
living in England, and has told them so at the 
end of a round of banquets held in his honor. 
They have, he says, at:ained “the pace that 
kills.” Mr. Choate’s Ambassadorship has made 
him so popalar in hia own land that the ban- 
quets mast have been extremely trying ; but 
at any rate bis opinion is arrived at by English. 
men who visit the big cities of the United 
States. With very few exceptions we shake our 
heads at the notion of living there ourselves, 
The race is to the swift, and the swiftness of 
the young American in pursuit of the almighty 
dollar seams half crazy. Mr. Choate is not, 
however, too discouraging. He secs new hope 
in the fact that, daring his absence, many 
keen young men have entered public life, uf 
which the best of them were formerly shy. It 
was 8 shyness due to the notion which pre- 
vailed that American politics were hopelessly 
corrupt, and did not offer a decent career ; 
and he is disposed to attribute the change to 
President Roosevelt, who has infused a whole- 
some apirit of hope into affairs political, 
When pace has made an end of Tammany, our 
Transatlantic friends may indulge in a little 
relaxation and repose. Perhaps, till then, it 
would be dangerous. 


GERMANY AND THE POLES. 


One of the most serious internal problems 
facing Germany—and there are many of them 
—is that of the steady growth of Polish 
inflaence in Prassian Poland. One result of the 
Prussian Poles having made money of recent 
years in trade and manufactures is that they 
have been able to buy up steadily an enor- 
mous amount of land from the German land- 
owners ; this movement has been helped, 
moreover, by the Polish banks and societies, 
and even by private persons imbued with 
patriotic ideas. It is announced now by the 
German Press that the Government and those 
circles desirous of Germanising Prussian Po- 
land at the expense of the Polish inhabitants 
will most probably bring up again the old 
question of establishing as many garrisons of 
troops as can be qaartered in the smaller towns 
of Prossian Poland, and the military conten- 
tion that thereby the troops would be scatter- 
ed too much will not be allowed to prevail 
against “the national needs,” which the author- 
ities seem to think demand that serious efforts 
must now be made to suppress the growing 
influence of the Poles on Prussian soil. How- 
aver, in view of the Ragsian outbreak it is 
scarcely likely that the Prussian authorities 
will care to harass the Poles any more jast 
now.

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QUR LONDON LETTER, 


(Prom ovR CoRRESPONDENT.) 


London, October 28. 

In these days the face of London alters 
with a rapidity that is quite stupefying to the 
older generation of its inhabitants. ‘I'he opening 
of Kingsway ard the passing of the Strand 
Theatre, which is tu be converted intoa Tube 
station, are not in themselves epoch-making 
events but if those of os whose memories 
reach back so far recall the places of en- 
tertainment alone that have been swept away 
daring the last.twenty years the list will be 
fonnd to be a atartling one: 


Of course the greatest event in the reoon- 
struction of London has been the Strand Im- 
provement, and this bas been responsible for 
the demolition cf‘ a good many theatres ; 
but the changes which have taken place 
there have been geiug on ina less degree 
sll over the Metropolis. 


It ig a= curions sensation for a Londoner 
to visit apy part of town which he has known 
well in past days, bat which he has not 
seen for: teu, or it may be only five, years. 
In nine.csses oat of ten the places will be 
altered out of all recognition, and it is only 
by s few surviving landmarks that he can 
recognise where he is. The modern craza is 
for rebuilding, and as soon asa lease falls 
in, down comes the house and up goes an 
infinitely more ornate building in its place, 


Only the other day I saw a 


most ap-todate places in fLondon, it had 
alresdy become old-fashioned, and on its 
site there is now rising a white etone palace 
which is to speak the last word on homan 
comfort. It is only fiveand-thirty years since 
Charles Dickens died, bat how much of London 
as he wrote of it remains to the Londoner 
of todsy? That changes, and great changer, 
too, should take place in a city of such 
magnitude is inevitable, but it is the harle- 
qin speed with which the transformations 
are effected nowadsys that is the most remark- 
able thing sbout them. It seems only the 
other day thst they were building the great 
newspaper siiive isthe Strand which in now 
almost level with the street, and scores of 
similar instances mizht be c'ted in different 
parta ot London. Sume fine morning we shall

new city that has sprang op sround as in 
the night. ; 


Perhaps the most gratifying ofall the results 
which may be expected to flow from the visit 
of the Parisian Manicipal Councillors to London 
is to be found in the columns of the ‘“Patrie.” 
In this hitherto Anglophohe paper the hitherto 
Angiophobe editor now makes a complete re- 
cantation of his former violent prejudices.

Th» probabi- 
li-y is that no more popular bestowsl of tke 
freemansbip has been made in the City’s his- 
tory ; aud, if that ba the cace, then the age 
may felicitate itself upon its broadmindedness 
and generosity. For the acene was not only one 
of wild enthasiaem, bat distinctly hamorona, 
The General, on his way to the Conrt of Com- 
mon Council, was preceded by a cadets’ band, 
and escorted by a motley crowd, which broke 
through all police restraint. Part of hie 
Army msde a procession, bearing the flags 
of all nations ; and, as the rout went by, it 
was cheered by all sorts and conditions of men. 
After all, this was the first time a minister cf 
the Gospel had been horored in that way, and 
the honor «marked, very sincerely. a public 
sense of the intensely practical charecter of 
General Booth’s aims and organisation. He 
made an unconventional and tovching speech 
among the City Fathers a speech anspoiled 
by ceremonial stiffnesr, as he himself is past 
being spoiled by public honors. There was 
sven a touch of Dr. Johnson's letter to Lord 
Chesterfiellinit. Bat with a magnanimous 
difference : General Booth was not bitter. 


Moch surprise, nt to cay consternation, 


has been caused by the refasal of the Chief 
Registrar of Friendly Societies to authorise 
the ase. of a portion of the funds of the Rail- 
way Clerks’ Trade Union for the purposes of 
Parliamentary representation. The effect of 
this decision is to render the payment of salaries 
to Labour M. P.s illegal. The broad question 
of the payment of members of Parliament is a 
debatable subject. It has never been tho- 
roughly thrashed out in this country. Bat it 
there is any casein which it might be con- 
sidered not only permissible but desirable, it is 
that ofthe Labour members. It is clear that 
the best and most thorongh representation of 
working-men in Parliament will be by men of 
their own class—men who have always lived 
Ou the same lines and by the same toil as 
those for whom they speak. In order that 
sach men should perform the work of the 
House of Commons at all adequately asubsidy 
appears necessary. ‘hs amount given might 
be sufficient for the extra expense entailed, 
and no more. But anless they do receive such 
assistance it would seem difficult, ander our 
system, to obtain the right men to Ail their 
places. 


The “Daily Mail” correspondent at Kiel 
states, on the authority of “as highly-placed 
fanctionary,” that proposals to augment the 
German Navy toa very material extent will 
shortly be placed before the Reichstag. T'hey 
inclade the construction of eighty additional 
destroyers, six cruisers of tha most powerfal 
class, and the enlargement of the new battle- 
ships now baing built. There may be some 
revision of this distinctly aggressive pro- 
gramme before its submission to the Reich- 
stag, but the details are of far less conse- 
qaencs thin the pregnant fact that the 
Kaiser purposes to challenge the naval supre- 
macy vf this country. The menace cannot 
possibly be directed, as some may conjectare, 
against France; that would be sheer waste 
ot fighting resources with the long line 
of land frontier open to attack, successfal or 
ansuccessful. Great Britain is without doubt 
the threatened coontry, and that hypothesis 
receives ample corroboration from the veno- 
mous tone of certain papers in Berlin and 
Vienna. If the programme foretold by the 
“higbly-placed functionary’ be submitted for 
Parliamentary approvs! at Berlin, the British 
Navy will have to be p.oportionately strength- 
eed to meet the danger. We doubt whe- 
ther any except irreconcilable Little England- 
ers would enter a negative to that proposi- 
tion. Since the termination of the Rasso- 
Japanese war some of the better sort have 
suggested—in halting accents, it is trae— 
the reduction of our maritime fighting forces 
to a peace-at-any-price level. But it is im- 
possible to imagice that even these short 
sighted apostles of atireason would breathe 
that contention in presence of facts showing 
it to be the fixed resolve of the Kaiser to

But the fortress-city happens to be so situated 
as to furnish the best possible site for an 
a‘ditional naval rendezvous, and advantage 
bas ten taken of its commercial expansion to 
give it that character as well as the other. 


The romonr that the King intends to pre- 
sent to the Emperor of Japan the Most Noble 
the Order cf the Garter recalls the fact that 
the first foreign monarch to recaive this most 
select and cherished mark of the sovereign’s 
favor was King Henry II. of Spain, who was 
elected in 1400. In this year also Rupert, Dake 
of Bavaria, one of the existing knights, became 
Emperor of Germany. The next foreign kings 
to receive the Order were John I. of Portugal 
in 1402, Eric the Tenth of Denmark in 1415, 
and the Emperor Sigismund in 1416. Queen 
Anne did not confer the Garter upon any 
foreigner whatever, and George I. imitated her 
example. 

That masterpiece of policy, Lord Curzon’s 
scheme for blocking all approaches to India 
by a system ‘of boffer States, is steadily 
approaching completion. Bhutan, convinced 
by the advance ofa British force to Lhassa 
that the old spirit which conquered the penin- 
sola still exists in England, has, apparently, 
fallen in with the project, judging from the 
alacrity with which its raler, the Tongea 
Penlop,. has accepted the official invitation 
to mest the Prince of Wales. Until quite 
recently, he has sedalously shanned any close 
intercourse with the English, straining every 
effort to perpetuate the traditional isolation 
of his mountain State. As regards exclusive- 
ness, indeed, there was little difference 
between Thibet and Bhutan: both set their 
faces against the outside world, the latter 
even keeping China at arm’s length. At first, 
the Tongsa Penlop adopted a non-committal 
attitude towards the British Mission to 
Lhasss ; he apparently imagined that the 
Grand Lama would 


ied the expedi- 
tion but displayed charming’ amiability, and, 
it is said, sometimes carried his politeness 
so far as to speak disrespectfally of the 
sacred inmate of the Potala.
